Crash victim a Redwood Valley teacher

A Redwood Valley elementary school 
teacher has been identified as the person killed 
in the Highway 20 crash Monday afternoon. 

Joanne McGrew, 59, of Ukiah, was identi- 
fied by the Sheriff’s Office Tuesday as the dri- 
ver of the Mercury SUV hybrid that collided 
head-on with a white 1996 Chevy pickup at 
about 3:30 p.m. Monday in a stretch on 
Highway 20 near the Buffalo Ranch. The 
Chevy pickup, headed west, apparently 
crossed the center line, according to the 


California Highway Patrol, and McGrew, east- 
bound, was unable to avoid it. 

The driver of the pickup was identified as 
Russell Allard, 57, of Sacramento. He was 
injured and flown to Santa Rosa Memorial 
Hospital, where he remains in serious condi- 
tion, according to a family member.

Two county store owners 
are suing Mendocino County 
over its cigarette business 
license program by which 
both are on three-week ciga- 
rette sales suspensions they 
say are unfair. 

Doug Hendricks, owner of 
Albion Grocery, and Phil 
Gravier, owner of Gravier’s 
Chevron in Laytonville, are 
unable to sell any tobacco 
products for three weeks 
because last spring their stores 
were caught selling tobacco 
products to minors for a sec- 
ond time within three years. 

“Their ordinance is kind of 


unconstitutional; it’s real 
unconstitutional,” said 
Hendricks. “There’s no due 


process. I was cited, convicted 
and sentenced in absenteeism. 
I was not allowed an attorney 
in the appeals process. There 
are no rules or regulations on 
how they conduct the stings.

County moves forward on relay radio update

At Tuesday’s Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors meeting, the board unanimously 
approved preparation by staff of financing options 
for the county’s microwave system in the amount 
of $2,600,000. 

The action was recommended by County CEO 
Tom Mitchell, Sheriff Tom Allman and 
Mendocino County General Services Agency 
Director Kristin McMenomey. 

The microwave relay radio system consists of 
seven microwave repeater stations at Ukiah, 
Willits, Cahto, San Hedrin, Spanish Peak, Point 
Arena and Laughlin. 

Whenever firefighters or law enforcement offi- 
cers activate their radios, the repeater system 
sends the signal through the county. 

All of the county fire departments except the

city departments in Fort Bragg and Willits use the 
repeater system, as do all law enforcement agen- 
cies, city public works and Animal Care and 
Control. 

If one repeater fails, the signal stops there, 
which can leave a huge portion of the county with- 
out the information it needs. 

During the public comment portion of the meet- 
ing, Marshall Sayegh said the need for reliable 
emergency services is especially critical when 
more out-of-towners visit, increasing the county’s 
population. 

“If we have an emergency during our top tourist 
season, we’re in big trouble,” he said. “Please find 
the money.” 

Fourth District Supervisor Kendall Smith said

she approved of the motion and that simply fixing 
small problems as they arise doesn’t address the 
larger issue. 

“I’m very supportive of this,” she said. “It goes 
a long way to taking Mendocino County forward.

Mitchell said if all goes according to plan, the 
system would be up and running in a matter of 
months. 

“When you look at the build-out...if we have a 
dry winter, we could get the system up and run- 
ning by summer 2008,” he said. 


Fire Corps/CERT Coordinator Jim Cline said 
the change is long overdue and is necessary to 
keep the county up to speed and ready for unfore- 
seen events. 

“It’s something that’s been needed, and we did 
experience failures before,” he said.

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Former press secretary points finger 
at Bush, Cheney for deceit in CIA leak 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former White House press secre- 
tary Scott McClellan blames President Bush and Vice President 
Dick Cheney for efforts to mislead the public about the role of 
White House aides in leaking the identity of a CIA operative. 

In an excerpt from his forthcoming book, McClellan 
recounts the 2003 news conference in which he told reporters 
that aides Karl Rove and I. Lewis “Scooter” Libby were “not 
involved” in the leak involving operative Valerie Plame. 

“There was one problem. It was not true,” McClellan writes, 
according to a brief excerpt released Tuesday. “I had unknow- 
ingly passed along false information. And five of the highest- 
ranking officials in the administration were involved in my 
doing so: Rove, Libby, the vice president, the president’s chief 


of staff and the president himself.” 
Bush’s chief of staff at the time was Andrew Card. 


Scientists in Japan, U.S. report stem cell 
breakthrough from human skin 


NEW YORK (AP) — Scientists have made ordinary human 
skin cells take on the chameleon-like powers of embryonic stem 
cells, a startling breakthrough that might someday deliver the 


medical payoffs of embryo cloning without the controversy. 
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Laboratory teams on two continents report success in a pair 
of landmark papers released Tuesday. It’s a neck-and-neck fin- 
ish to a race that made headlines five months ago, when scien- 
tists announced that the feat had been accomplished in mice. 

The “direct reprogramming” technique avoids the swarm of 
ethical, political and practical obstacles that have stymied 
attempts to produce human stem cells by cloning embryos. 

Scientists familiar with the work said scientific questions 
remain and that it’s still important to pursue the cloning strate- 
gy, but that the new work is a major coup. 

“This work represents a tremendous scientific milestone — 
the biological equivalent of the Wright Brothers’ first airplane,” 
said Dr. Robert Lanza, chief science officer of Advanced Cell 
Technology, which has been trying to extract stem cells from 
cloned human embryos. 

“It’s a bit like learning how to turn lead into gold,” said 
Lanza, while cautioning that the work is far from providing 
medical payoffs. 


Stem cell research could be election plus 
for Bush anti-abortion allies 


WASHINGTON — A breakthrough in stem cell research 
could give President Bush and his anti-abortion allies a politi- 
cal J-told-you-so in a debate Democrats have long been plan- 
ning to use in next year’s elections. 

Bush’s twin vetoes of bills to put taxpayer dollars behind 
embryonic stem cell research, Democrats said, showed that he 
would let ideology block progress in finding cures to diseases 
that afflict millions of people. 

Bush insisted that medical advances could be made without 
destroying embryos.

New York Times regional papers join Yahoo 
newspaper group, along with many others

NEW YORK -- Yahoo Inc. 
has added 17 more newspapers 
to its group of online publish- 
ing partners, giving the group 
added heft as it approaches its 
one-year anniversary. 

Yahoo executives told The 
Associated Press that The 
Columbus Dispatch and 16 
regional newspapers owned by 
The New York Times Co. have 
joined the consortium, bringing 
its total number to about 415 
dailies and another 140 week- 
lies. The New York Times 
itself, however, hasn’t joined. 

Lem Lloyd, who runs the 
consortium for Yahoo, said the 
partnership has already been 
bearing fruit both for newspa- 
per publishers as well as 
Yahoo, but he declined to pro- 
vide specific dollar figures. 

The first goal was to inte- 
grate the online help-wanted 
classified advertising listing of 
newspapers with Yahoo’s 
online job search database 
HotJobs. Lloyd said that has 
been proceeding on schedule, 
with some 377 papers already 
launched and others on the 
way. 

For newspapers, linking 
their online recruitment ads 
with HotJobs is seen as a way 
to hold on to more advertising 
dollars amid competition from 
Internet rivals like Craigslist. 


Other newspapers have 
linked up with Monster 
Worldwide Inc. in online clas- 
sified ads or are part of 
CareerBuilder, a joint venture 
owned by the three largest 
newspaper publishers, Gannett 
Co., Tribune Co. and 
McClatchy Co. 

The Yahoo consortium has 
continued to sign up new mem- 
bers since its original launch 
last Nov. 20. It added the New 
York Daily News Nov. 9 and a 
group of 12 newspaper publish- 
ing companies in April. 

Yahoo lets newspapers add 
job listings to its HotJobs data- 
base at a wholesale rate, while 
newspapers can charge higher 
prices to advertisers for help- 
wanted ads that they also 
upload to HotJobs. 

Lloyd said Yahoo has seen a 
revenue bump in the tens of 
millions per year, but he said 
the effect has been varied 
among the various newspaper 
partners since they all charge 
different prices. 

One of those partners, Cox 
Newspapers in Atlanta, says 
the partnership has “gone very 
well” to date, according to 
Leon Levitt, vice president of 
digital media the company, 
which is a unit of privately held 
Cox Enterprises Inc. 

Levitt also declined to dis- 
cuss specific revenue gains, but 
he said the Web sites of Cox’s 


17 newspapers have seen sig- 
nificant increases in traffic 
since signing up with Yahoo. 

In Austin, Texas, for exam- 
ple, where Cox owns the 
Austin American-Statesman, 
its market share for online 
recruitment ads is now 40 per- 
cent, up 19 percentage points 
from a year ago. 

Newspapers in the Yahoo 
consortium will also have the 
option of signing up for a sys- 
tem run by Yahoo that will 
serve advertising to Web view- 
ers, but that won’t be opera- 
tional until 2008, Lloyd said. 
Members of the newspaper 
group can also share news 
headlines with Yahoo and have 
Yahoo become the search 
provider for their Web sites. 

The consortium, while 
growing, still has several con- 
spicuous absences, including 
Gannett and Tribune, the No. 1 
and No. 2 newspaper publish- 
ers by circulation. Both compa- 
nies say they are continuing to 
talk with various parties about 
cooperating in online advertis- 
ing. Separately, Gannett, 
Tribune, MediaNews Group 
Inc. and other publishers are 
also considering forming a 
joint ad-sales firm that would 
sell bundles of advertising to 
big marketers, Levitt said. 

The Washington Post Co. 
hasn’t joined the Yahoo group 
either, although Caroline Little, 


the CEO of Washington Post- 
Newsweek Interactive, said it 
also is having discussions with 
potential partners. She declined 
to identify them or say how far 
those talks have progressed. 

Little said the Post was in an 
unusual position given its 
heavy local focus combined 
with national advertising. 
“Finding the right fit for us is a 
bit more tricky,” Little said. 

And while the 15 newspa- 
pers in The New York Times 
Co.’s regional group as well as 
the company’s Worcester 
Telegram & Gazette have 
joined, neither The New York 
Times itself nor its sister paper, 
The Boston Globe, have joined. 

Denise Warren, the chief 
advertising officer of the New 
York Times media group, says 
the Times’ Web site is different 
from many other newspaper 
sites since it has dramatically 
higher traffic than many news- 
paper sites -- with 17 million 
unique viewers last month 
according to 
Nielsen/NetRatings -- and a 
unique brand for which nearly 
all of the online advertising is 
sold in-house rather than 
through networks. 

“We need to consider these 
things in a very different way 
and a different mind-set than 
some of our newspaper col- 
leagues,” Warren said. 


California’s tailpipe emission standards challenged

FRESNO -- The nation’s largest car 
companies on Monday sought to per- 
suade a federal judge to toss out 
California’s strict tailpipe emissions stan- 
dards, which they say could wreck the 
domestic auto market and trigger job 
losses at auto plants and dealerships 


nationwide. 


The standards, which were passed into 
law in 2002, force automakers to build 
cars and light trucks that pump out 30 
percent less greenhouse gases by 2016. 
More than a dozen other states have 


vowed to adopt them. 


The auto industry also has filed three 
federal suits challenging the rules’ validi- 
ty, asking the courts to scrap the stan- 
dards on grounds they require manufac- 
turers to produce vehicles using too many 


different fuel efficiency standards. 
California can set its own vehicle pol- 
lution standards because it started regu- 
lating air pollution before the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency was 


created. 


Lawyers for both sides presented argu- 
ments Monday before U.S. District Judge 
Anthony W. Ishii, who is expected to 
issue a decision as soon as next week. 

“Tt is undisputed that this regulation 
will lead to job losses. The only question 
is the magnitude,” said Andrew Clubok, a 
Washington-based attorney for 
Alliance of Automobile Manufacturers, 
an industry group that represents the 
nation’s 10 largest automakers, including 
Ford Motor Co., General Motors Corp. 
and Toyota Motor Corp. “This turns the 
whole objective of the energy conserva- 
tion process on its head.” 


California can’t enforce its tailpipe 
rules for cars sold in the state until it gets 
a waiver from the EPA exempting it from 
national greenhouse gas pollution stan- 
dards set under the federal Clean Air Act. 


Earlier this month, California and 14 


the 


other states sued the agency, saying the 
waiver was crucial to meeting the provi- 
sions of a separate state global warming 
law that seeks to reduce those emissions 
statewide 25 percent by 2020. 
“California is the leading state in the 
country dealing with the most fundamen- 
tal problem facing the world and that is 
irreversible disruptive climate change,” 
California Attorney General Jerry Brown 
said in an interview with The Associated 
Press. “The auto companies are waging 
an all-out assault on the state of 
California and its greenhouse gas tailpipe 
restrictions, so it’s crucial that we win.” 
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Seniors need 
extra attention 
during holidays 


The busy holiday season is 
upon us. For most of us, this 
means additional stress as we 
try to squeeze into our sched- 
ule, time for sending cards, 
buying and wrapping gifts, 
decorating the house, and 
cooking holiday meals and 
treats. But the mail we receive 
at this time of year reminds us 
that many older folks have 
special needs during the holi- 
days -- and their families have 
extra responsibilities. 

We’re talking about a lot of 
people here. The “oldest old” 
(those age 85 and older) are 
the fastest-growing segment 
of the U.S. population. And 
their baby boomer children 
are quickly becoming seniors 
themselves: The oldest 
boomers are now 61, and 
about 10,000 boomers cele- 
brate their 60th birthday every 
day. 

We asked Mark Armstrong, 
CEO of the Michigan-based 
ComForcare Senior Services, 
to give us an idea of the spe- 
cial issues that face seniors 
and their families during the 
holidays. 

“There are, of course, extra 
things to be done during the 
holidays,” Armstrong told 
NextSteps, “but the bigger 
thing is that they (older folks) 
need to not be forgotten.” 
Adult sons or daughters, he 
says, “are so busy doing their 
own things during the holi- 
days that all of a sudden, they 
find they have less time for 
their own parents. 

“What we like to do,” he 
continued, “‘is tell the sons and 
daughters, ‘You really need to 
plan ahead for the holidays’ 
and create almost what Pd 
call a scheduled appointment 
or special time to be with their 
parent(s). If you don’t plan it, 
those intentions to help them 
decorate or bake or go 
Christmas shopping might 
never happen.” 

For adult children who live 
out of town and are unable to 
help their parents at holiday 
time, there are many services 
in every state that provide 
such assistance. “Our care- 
givers can do it all,” 
Armstrong says, “but we pre- 
fer to assist seniors with their 
holiday cooking, shopping 
and so on, because it keeps 
their brain stimulated.” And, 
of course, it makes them feel 
useful. 

Experts warn that depres- 
sion is a big issue for seniors 
at holiday time. “Older folks 
know it’s the holidays, and if 
they feel like they’re being 
left out, they could easily get 
depressed,” Armstrong says. 

Depression affects 15 out 
of every 100 adults over age 
65, according to the American 
Association for Geriatric

Psychiatry (AAGP), and 
many older adults “will show 
signs of stress from feeling 
isolated and lonely in antici- 
pation of the holidays coming 
to an end,” says The Eldercare 
Locator, a government-funded 
directory-assistance service 


that provides information 
about senior services. (800- 
677-1116 or 


www.eldercare.gov) 

Moreover, you can’t just 
relax when the holidays are 
over. What the AAGP calls 
“post-holiday blues” is real, 
as many older adults feel 
more isolated than normal 
after spending time with their 
families and loved ones 
through the New Year. 

One additional thought: 
Holiday visits provide a good 
opportunity for adult children 
to gauge the well-being and 
health of their elderly parents 
and/or family members. 
Aging experts suggest dis- 
creetly taking notice, during 
holiday visits, of whether the 
older person has experienced 
a change in health, memory, 
living conditions or finances. 
Ask the older person if he or 
she is having any trouble with 
household chores or other 
tasks of daily living, such as 
managing medications, sug- 
gests the Pennsylvania 
Department of Aging. In addi- 
tion, ensure that the older 
folks have nearby relatives or 
friends “who can help them in 
an emergency. And be alert to 
any possible safety hazards or 
maintenance problems around 
their home.” 

All states have a range of 
home and community-based 
services that can assist older 
folks. For more information, 
contact your state’s 
Department on Aging.

State sues Mattel, others 
over toys containing lead

SAN FRANCISCO -- California Attorney General Jerry 
Brown on Monday sued 20 companies, including Mattel Inc. 
and Toys “R” Us, claiming they sold toys containing “unlawful 


quantities of lead.” 


The suit, filed in Alameda County Superior Court, alleges 
the companies knowingly exposed children to lead and failed to 
provide warning of the risk, which is required under the Safe 
Drinking Water and Toxic Enforcement Act of 1986, known as 


Proposition 65. 


If the suit is successful, the companies could pay a $2,500 
fine for each violation, according to the complaint. 

Spokeswomen for El-Segundo-based Mattel and New 
Jersey-based Toys “R” Us said the companies were expecting 
the action and already had implemented a system of checks to 
ensure their quality and safety standards weren’t again violated. 

The move follows major recalls of toys, lunch boxes, chil- 
dren’s jewelry and other goods during the last year by the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission in Washington. 

In June, toy maker RC2 Corp., one of the defendants in the 
suit, recalled 1.5 million of its Thomas & Friends Wooden 
Railway sets. Mattel followed in August with a series of recalls 
of more than 2 million toy cars, trains, shape-sorters and Barbie 
doll accessories. Its Fisher-Price unit also pulled Sesame Street- 
themed products from a line of infant and preschool toys. 

The Center for Environmental Health, an Oakland-based 
nonprofit agency that seeks to remove harmful chemicals from 


daily life, applauded the suit. 


The center “has tested hundreds of toys and has revealed 
many with extremely high lead levels,” said executive director 
Michael Green. “Attorney General Brown’s decision to take on 
the toy companies is an important step toward cleaning up this 


industry.”

Disagrees with UDJ view of Masonite demolition 


Regarding your November 13 editorial, 
“No need for panic”, I think the content and 
rationale reflects “group think” and lazy 
journalism. Ascribing “panic” to two 
Supervisors who call for comprehensive 
oversight of an industrial site with a history 
of disregard for public health attacks their 
credibility, belittles their concerns, and 
brings the Journal’s credibility into question. 

When drawing this conclusion, you con- 
veniently omit the fact the County Public 
Health Officer was concerned enough to call 
for State Department of Toxic Substances 
oversight. The County Public Health 
Advisory Board advised the Board of 
Supervisors they should consider this 
request as well. 

The Journal insinuates the efforts of those 
wanting a higher degree of protection for 
children at a nearby local school and the 
public in general ‘smacks simply obstruc- 
tion for the sake of obstruction’. This con- 
clusion points to the Journal’s unwillingness 
to even scratch below the surface of the 
issue. To parlay one person’s statement this 
could be ‘our Love Canal’ (I hope he’s 
wrong) as a citizen’s group assertion is at 
best an example of the paper inaccurately 
employing group think to buttress its 
engrained prejudice on this issue. 

To assert the Board of Supervisors (BOS) 
had swiftly approved of the demolition is 
not substantiated by fact. The issue of demo- 
lition approval never came before the BOS. 
The Al Beltrami administration claimed the 
demolition only required a ‘ministerial’ per- 
mit and washed their hands of any meaning- 
ful oversight. 

What has the Journal physically seen of 
the ‘careful demolition’? Has a reporter vis- 
ited the site? Had you even looked at a dis- 
tance, you couldn’t have missed the clouds 
of virtually untested particulate matter visi- 
ble from the site over the summer months. 

But perhaps the most egregious position 
reached is how satisfied the UDJ is that state 
and local environmental agencies have this 
‘well in hand’ and toxic concerns are ‘based 
on no evidence that we--or state or local 
experts—can find’. 

The response to this is quite simple: you 
can not find what you are not looking for. 
What one looks for in this situation is based 
on what was stored at the site and what the 
manufacturing process created. 

In order for Air Quality to identify past

toxics used and created at the site, it needs to 
review past risk assessment documents in its 
possession and test for residues of those 
chemicals and compounds when it monitors 
air or issue permits. This was not done. 

In order to identify toxics stored on site 
over the years and past spill and incidents 
reported, Environmental Health (EH) needs 
to review its records and determine what to 
test. Even if EH had chosen to undertake 
that oversight, they would have had prob- 
lems 

First, virtually all records listing toxics 
previously used and stored at the site are 
missing and removed from the files. It is 
against the law to destroy such records. EH 
does not claim to have destroyed them. No 
official investigation has been launched into 
what happened to these records. The UDJ 
has taken no interest in calling for an 
inquiry. In short, the scientific way to pro- 
vide the oversight called for is to know what 
was there. The easiest way to thwart such an 
inquiry is to have no records. 

Second, EH is not notified when a demo- 
lition permit is issued. So where is the over- 
sight here? Even if they had notice prior to 
the permit being issued, EH must go against 
the weight of the heads of County 
Government and insert itself into the 
process. Not likely in this political environ- 
ment. 

Finally, EH defers to the State Water 
Quality Board on water quality issues. The 
contractor submits a plan to the Water 
Quality Board for remediation of a site 
based on what the contractors say requires 
remediation. The Water Quality Board, 
based on that information alone, approves 
the plan and notifies EH. Everybody has 
gone through the bureaucratic motions here. 
End of discussion. Oversight is then reduced 
merely to plan implementation. 

To complete the illusion, the County puts 
on a dog and pony show November 5 to con- 
vince the public that Government is watch- 
ing out for you. The UDJ subscribed without 
diligent investigation. But I don’t think most 


of the public has. 

Environmental regulations have changed 
over the 50 years the plant was in operation. 
Science now confirms past business prac- 
tices to handle and dispose of toxics were 
harmful to our health and the environment. 
The shear volume of highly toxic chemicals 
delivered, stored and used at the plant makes 
it probable spills and past disposal practices 
were likely not handled adequately to pre- 
vent environmental damage and potential 
health threats. Masonite was fined over 
$880,000 in the mid 1990s for violating fed- 
eral and state air quality laws--laws put in 
place primarily to safeguard public health. 

These facts in and of themselves make a 
strong case for stringent government over- 
sight. But three supervisors, with dollar 
signs in their eyes and visions of a shopping 
mall in their heads, cannot see beyond their 
political agenda to ask for free help from the 
toxics experts at the State to scientifically 
investigate health and environmental con- 
cerns. What is wrong with this picture? 

I don’t know what was in the air when the 
structures came down and the soil was 
removed from the Masonite site. Neither do 
you. Neither do County Administrators or 
County oversight Departments. Neither does 
the State. Neither does the demolition con- 
tractor. And that’s the point—nobody does! 
It’s not my job to discover that on my own. 
We pay our government agencies to provide 
that oversight. When all they monitor for is 
fuel spill contamination and asbestos and 
ignore other, possibly more toxic com- 
pounds, they’ve failed miserably. Yet the 
UD] is prepared to give the site a clean bill 
of health. I ask you, based on what? 

I'd strongly encourage the UDJ to reflect 
on the valuable and awesome responsibility 
it assumes when reporting news in our com- 
munity. People depend on independent and 
investigative journalism to help them assess 
issues in our community. The issues I point 
to are there for those who take the interest to 
look into the issues. It is one thing to inves- 
tigate the facts and come to different conclu- 
sions. It’s another to bypass thoroughly 
investigating the facts altogether. 

Please note: my Letter to the Editor print- 
ed in the UDJ on November 14 omitted the 
salutation to Mendocino County CEO 
Mitchell. Had that been noted, my letter 
would have been placed in context.

‘Crunch’ time 


for the GOP 


Don’t believe all the hype about the “credit crunch.” 
Not yet, anyway. It’s supposedly suffocating the econ- 
omy. True, big banks and investment houses have suf- 
fered multibillion-dollar losses on “subprime” mort- 
gages and related securities. But except for housing -- 
where lending has collapsed -- the effects on con- 
sumers and businesses have so far been modest. 

But it could have an effect on the presidential elec- 
tion. People vote their pocketbooks. Up to a point, this 
is unfortunate, because politicians of both parties usu- 
ally get too much praise or blame for the economy, 
when their influence on its behavior is often negligi- 
ble. Consider the latest economic outlook from the 
forecasting firm Global Insight. Though not yet pre- 
dicting a recession, it sketches an economy that won’t 
feel good for much of the 2008 election cycle: 

e Housing’s slide continues. New home starts fall to 
1 million, down from 2.1 million in 2005. By early 
2009, home prices decline a cumulative 11 percent 
from their peak. On a median-priced home of 
$220,000, the loss is $24,000. 

e Car and light-truck sales dip to 15.7 million, the 
lowest since 1998; they were 16.9 million as recently 
as 2005. 

e Unemployment averages 5 percent, up from 4.6 
percent this year. 

e Pretax corporate profits decline 2.1 percent, the 
first decrease since 2001. 

Moreover, Global Insight thinks there’s a 35 percent 
chance that the slowdown might become a recession. 
Two threats loom. One is oil. The forecast assumes 
that prices will fall from about $90 a barrel now to $76 
in 2008. Every $10 above that is reckoned to raise 
gasoline prices 19 cents a gallon and cut employment 
by 100,000. The second threat is an aggravated credit 
crunch. 

What we call “crunch” is merely a new label for the 
old credit cycle. In a strong economy, people think 
they can handle more debt. Lenders relax credit stan- 
dards. Sooner or later, the process reverses. Heavy 
debt payments oppress borrowers. Lenders react to ris- 
ing delinquencies by tightening lending. Housing’s 
recent boom-and-bust cycle conforms perfectly to this. 

But elsewhere, lending proceeds. Other consumer 
debt (credit cards, auto loans, personal loans) is grow- 
ing at about a 5 percent annual rate, says Susan Sterne 
of Economic Analysis Associates. Although corporate 
bond issuance has declined, the main consequence 
seems to have been a drop in mergers, acquisitions and 
private-equity buyouts. These have relied heavily on 
bonds for financing. As yet, business investment in 
new machinery, software and buildings seems barely 
affected. 

Lending hasn’t collapsed in part because the sub- 
prime losses, though large in billions, are still small 
compared with the financial system’s total capital. 
Brian Bethune of Global Insight figures that American 
investors have so far lost $50 billion. By contrast, 
stockholders’ equity in U.S. banks alone exceeds $1 
trillion. Still, the crunch is the first major crisis for a 
new financial system that has taken shape slowly since 
1980. Loans that were once made and held by banks 
are now increasingly “securitized.” That is, they’re 
bundled into bondlike financial instruments and resold 
to other investors (pension funds, hedge funds, other 
banks). Two major problems have emerged. 

First, because banks and other loan “originators” 
didn’t keep all the loans they made -- and earned fees 
for making the loans -- they got careless and greedy. 
They relaxed credit standards; weak borrowers got 
mortgages or were persuaded unwisely to refinance 
existing mortgages for higher amounts. 

Second, some of the securities into which the mort- 
gages were packaged were so complex that the people 
selling and buying them didn’t understand, with hind- 
sight anyway, what they were doing. As a result, it’s 
hard to determine the securities’ value. 

The specter of the subprime debacle is that it’s just 
a start. Huge amounts of auto loans, credit-card debt, 
commercial mortgages and equipment leases have also 
been securitized. If similar problems emerged, it 
would shake confidence in the securitization model 
and, by magnifying investors’ losses, threaten to turn 
the credit crunch from a slogan into a reality. A broad- 
er crisis, though a long shot, can’t be excluded. 

All of which brings us back to politics. Global 
Insight has one of many computer models that cali- 
brate voting behavior with the economy’s perfor- 
mance. The model has picked the winner of the popu- 
lar vote in 13 of the last 15 presidential elections (it 
missed 1968 and 1976). Right now, the Republican 
and Democratic candidates are, putting Iraq aside, 
dead even. A deeper credit crunch would swing the 
advantage to the Democrat. Ironically, while all the 
candidates are fighting frantically for their parties’ 
nomination, the financial markets may be quietly 
determining the ultimate victor.

LOS ANGELES -- The ani- 
mated telling of “Beowulf,” 
who rids a Danish kingdom of 
the feared beast Grendel, 
slayed the box office over the 
weekend, giving a huge boost 
to 3-D films in the process. 

The Paramount Pictures 
release earned $28.1 million 
in its opening weekend -- 40 
percent of which came from 
special 3-D showings in regu- 
lar theaters and on Imax 
screens. 

The film did $8 million in 
ticket sales on 638 screens 
equipped with technology 
from RealD, which uses a spe- 
cial reflective screen and 
polarized lens glasses that 
moviegoers can take as a sou- 
venir. 

Theater owners were able 
to charge about $2 extra for 
the 3-D showing. 

The film also sold $3.6 mil- 
lion worth of tickets on 84 
Imax screens showing the 
film using their own 3-D tech- 
nology. 

“Twenty percent of the 
screens produced 40 percent 
of the gross,” Paramount gen- 
eral sales manager Don Harris 
said Sunday. 

The film, from director 
Robert Zemeckis, used perfor- 
mance-capture technology to 
render lifelike images of its 
stars Ray Winstone and 
Angelina Jolie. 

“Tf this isn’t a mandate on 
the popularity and viability of 
3-D, I don’t know what is,” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, 
president of box-office tracker 
Media By Numbers. 

Studios are planning even 
more animated and live 
actions films in 3-D as they 
try to lure audiences back into 
multiplexes. 

This week’s top 12 films 
grossed 29 percent less than 
the top 12 in the same week- 
end last year. Ticket sales 
were also off 3 percent from 
last week. 

Attendance has been down 
8 of the past 9 weekends 
according to Media By 
Numbers.

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Wall Street ends volatile session 
mostly higher after Federal 
minutes, amid Countrywide jitters

NEW YORK -- Wall Street finished an 
extremely volatile session mostly higher 
Tuesday after investors, still jittery about mort- 
gage-related problems at the nation’s major 
lenders, decided to interpret comments from 
the Federal Reserve as suggestive of another 
interest rate cut. 

In minutes from their Oct. 30-31 meeting, 
Fed policy makers said their decision to lower 
rates for a second straight meeting “was a close 
call.” But in a separate economic forecast, they 
pointed to slowing growth next year, an uptick 
in unemployment and moderating inflation -- 
which would seem to portend a possible rate 
decrease. 

Though the markets are pricing in a high 
chance of a rate reduction Dec. 11, when the 
Fed meets next, investors were on edge until 
the closing bell Tuesday, and the major index- 
es changed direction several times while ana- 
lysts sorted through the Fed statements. 

Meanwhile, Freddie Mac posted a $2 billion 
quarterly loss Tuesday, escalating jitters about 
the government-sponsored mortgage lender 
and its larger counterpart, Fannie Mae. Also, 
an analyst downgraded Countrywide Financial 
Corp., pointing to continuing credit problems 
that had investors uneasy even before the Fed 
released its minutes. 

“The headlines that were really roiling the 
market were Countrywide, Fannie Mae, 
Freddie Mac, and the FOMC minutes, which 
were discouraging for investors,” said Joe 
Sunderman, vice president of financial market 
analytics at Schaeffer’s Investment Research. 

Countrywide’s downgrade spurred market 
speculation that it might file for bankruptcy, 
which the company later denied. After plung- 
ing by more than 20 percent, Countrywide 
shares ended down 29 cents, or 2.7 percent, at 
$10.28. 

“When there’s lot of uncertainty in the mar- 
ket, the rumor mill runs full speed ahead,” said 
Peter Cardillo, chief market economist at New 
York-based brokerage house Avalon Partners 
Inc. Some market participants had also specu- 
lated before the opening bell Tuesday that the 
Fed might hold an emergency meeting to cut 
rates. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 
51.70, or 0.04 percent, to 13,010.14, after mak- 
ing 100-point swings in either direction 
throughout the day. The eventual gain followed 
Monday’s swoon of more than 200 points. 

Broader stock indicators also ended higher. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 index rose 6.43, or 
0.45 percent, to 1,439.70, and the Nasdaq com- 
posite index rose 3.43, or 0.13 percent, to 


2,596.81. 

Freddie Mac fell $10.76, or 28.7 percent, to 
$26.74, and Fannie Mae fell $9.33, or 24.8 per- 
cent, to $28.25. 

Government bonds rose on the Fed’s predic- 
tion of a slowing economy in 2008. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury note, which moves 
inversely to its price, fell to 4.05 percent from 
4.08 percent late Monday. In late trading, the 
10-year yield rose to 4.09 percent. 

Meanwhile, oil prices surpassed $98 a bar- 
rel on Tuesday, raising concerns that inflation 
may not moderate as the Fed anticipates. 

Investors want lower rates because they 
loosen up the credit markets and encourage 
corporate growth -- which has slowed recently 
because of the bad bets financial institutions 
have made on mortgages and mortgage-backed 
assets. Tuesday’s releases from the Fed weren’t 
a clear signal that the market has hoped for, 
and so stocks wobbled until the close. 

Given Wall Street’s erratic trading pattern 
since the summer, it won’t be surprising if 
Tuesday’s gains don’t stick. The major stock 
indexes remain higher on the year, and Wall 
Street is desperately hoping they don’t fall fur- 
ther, but an end-of-the-year rally is looking 
remote, given that stronger economic growth 
and a rate cut tend to be mutually exclusive. 

“The stock market obviously likes when the 
Fed lowers rates, but maybe they’re coming to 
grips with the fact that there’s a reason why,” 
said Joe Balestrino, a portfolio manager at 
Federated Investors Inc. 

The dollar fell against most other major cur- 
rencies, but rose against the yen. Gold jumped. 

Commerce Department data on the housing 
market gave investors a fuzzy picture of the 
housing market. The report said that while 
housing starts rose in October, building per- 
mits fell. 

Declining issues narrowly outnumbered 
advancers by on the New York Stock 
Exchange, where consolidated volume came to 
4.74 billion shares, compared with 4.01 billion 
shares traded Monday. 

The Russell 2000 index of smaller compa- 
nies fell 1.00, or 0.13 percent, to 749.33. 
Small-cap companies are seen as more vulner- 
able in a downturn, especially since they tend 
not to have the multinational presence that 
larger companies can rely on to help their prof- 
itability. 

Stock markets overseas advanced. In Asian 
trading, Japan’s Nikkei stock average rose 1.12 
percent, while Hong Kong’s Hang Seng index 
rose 1.13 percent. In European trading, 
Britain’s FTSE 100 increased 1.73 percent, 
Germany’s DAX index advanced 1.58 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 gained 1.36 percent.

Phillies SS Ji immy Rollins edges Colorado’s 
Matt Holliday in close race for NL MVP

NEW YORK — Jimmy Rollins 
won the National League MVP award 
Tuesday, edging Matt Holliday in a 
close race after propelling the 
Philadelphia Phillies to their first play- 
off berth in 14 years with his speed and 
steady all-around play. 

The Gold Glove shortstop received 
16 of 32 first-place votes and finished 
with 353 points in balloting by the 
Baseball Writers’ Association of 
America. 

“I had a real big smile on my face, 
to make it simple. I was excited but I 
wasn’t quite sure what to feel,” Rollins 
said on a conference call from 
California. “I never really thought 
about winning an MVP. If I won a 
Gold Glove, then that was the MVP 
for a shortstop.” 

Holliday, the left fielder who led 
Colorado’s surprising charge to the 
World Series, got 11 first-place votes 
and 336 points. Milwaukee slugger 


Prince Fielder came in third, with five 
first-place votes and 284 points. 

It was the closest election for NL 
MVP since Atlanta third baseman 
Terry Pendleton beat out Pittsburgh’s 
Barry Bonds by 15 points in 1991. 

“I don’t know what they look at,” 
Rollins said, “but being a shortstop, 
that’s No. 1. Defense is first. Defense 
is always first.” 

Rollins batted .296 with 30 homers, 
94 RBIs and 41 steals from the leadoff 
spot, helping Philadelphia rally from a 
big September deficit to win the NL 
East. He led the league in runs (139) 
and triples (20), becoming the second 
consecutive Phillies player to win the 
MVP following Ryan Howard last 
year. 

“T was like, if he can win it I can 
win it. The only thing he can do better 
than me is hit home runs further than 
me,” Rollins said. 

Rollins, left off the All-Star team in 
July, also proved a prophet after saying 
in spring training that Philadelphia 
was the team to beat in a competitive 


division. 

“If I say something it’s because I 
believe in it,” he explained. 

Rollins, who turns 29 next week, 
was a leader all year for the injury-rav- 
aged Phillies, practically carrying 
them at times. Howard, Chase Utley 
and several key pitchers were side- 
lined for significant stretches. 

“If Chase doesn’t go down then 
we’re probably not having this conver- 
sation,” Rollins said. 

Holliday, the NL championship 
series MVP, hit .340 with 137 RBIs — 
becoming the third player since 1967 
to lead a league in both categories. He 
also had 36 homers and topped the NL 
in hits (216), total bases (386) and 
doubles (50). 

“Its Jimmy Rollins’ day, and I 
don’t want to step on his day,” 
Holliday said in a statement through 
the Rockies. 

Voting took place before the post- 
season, when Holliday and the 
Rockies completed a three-game 
sweep of Philadelphia in the first 


round. 

Holliday’s performance in the wild- 
card tiebreaker against San Diego did 
count, however. He hit a tying triple 
off career saves leader Trevor 
Hoffman in the bottom of the 13th 
inning and scored the winning run on a 
shallow sacrifice fly with a headfirst 
dive at the plate. Still, it wasn’t enough 
to catch Rollins. 

“You look at Matt Holliday’s num- 
bers — I looked at them myself and 
I’m just amazed. It’s sick what he’s 
done,” Rollins said. 

Fielder also was impressive. In his 
second full season in the majors, the 
23-year-old first baseman led the 
league with 50 homers — becoming 
the youngest player to reach the 
plateau. 

He ranked second in slugging per- 
centage (.618) and batted .288 with 
119 homers, but his MVP candidacy 
probably was hurt when the Brewers 
blew their NL Central lead and missed

America’s deputy drug czar 
sees the Barry Bonds indict-

“They don’t want to sign 
on right now, because it’s 
tough and it’s specific. And 
there are consequences and it 
can be monitored, and people 
will be caught and cheaters 
will be punished,” White 
House deputy drug czar Scott 
Burns said Tuesday. “But will 
they sign on eventually? Just 
about everyone in the world 
has.” 

The Mitchell report, 
expected to be released by the 
end of the year, likely will add 
more names to the list of base- 
ball players linked to perfor- 
mance-enhancing drugs. 

Burns recognizes some will 
view it “as a negative or 
another black eye” when the 
report is released. 

“But I think it’s something 
positive we can build on with 
the leagues.” 

Burns spent last week in 
Madrid, Spain, at the world 
doping conference and said he 
left believing that the United 
States leads the world in the 
fight against drugs in sports. 
But world leaders also look at 
American pro sports — espe- 
cially the Bonds case and the 
perception of a growing 
steroids problem in baseball 
— as sending a different sig- 
nal about this country’s will- 
ingness to deal with the issue, 
Burns said. 

WADA chairman Dick 
Pound, whose term expires at 
the end of the year, has been 
especially critical of base- 
ball’s efforts, saying it was 
disappointing that the sport 
and the players’ union have 
“made such a concerted and 
expensive effort to keep the 
names of its players who have 
been involved in this confi- 
dential.” 

Burns criticized Pound for 
posturing on the baseball 


issue, but also sounded some 
criticism of his own. 

“They’ve got a long way to 
go,” he said of all American 
pro sports. 

Although the leagues have 
sat down with federal agen- 
cies to discuss government’s 
role as an investigator in fight- 
ing drugs in sports, none of 
have come close to accepting 
the WADA code. 

The NFL’s drug policy 
bans players for four games 
after a first positive steroids 
test and goes after portions of 
players’ salaries and signing 
bonuses. At the beginning of 
2007, the league announced a 
more extensive testing policy 
and added the blood-boosting 
substance EPO to its list of 
banned substances. Still, it 
falls short of WADA’s interna- 
tional standards, which call 
for a two-year suspension for 
a first-time offender and a 
lifetime ban for a second 
offense. 

The NFL also has not 
signed on to submitting play- 
ers to the developing test for 
human growth hormone, in 
part because it does not want 
players to have to take blood 
tests. 

“We work closely with 
WADA and USADA in sever- 
al ways, but we do not expect 
the full WADA code to be 
adopted by the NFL,” 
spokesman Greg Aiello said. 
“Our current policy allows for 
a tailored approach that 
addresses the specific issues 
relating to professional foot- 
ball. For example, we have 
been able to add new sub- 
stances to our prohibited list 
more quickly than would be 
the case under WADA, and 
we can adjudicate appeals in a 
more expeditious way.” 

Baseball, meanwhile, has 
moved reluctantly toward 
drug testing, starting with sur- 
vey testing in 2003 and testing 
with penalties the following 
year. 

“Whether it’s pro sports or 
any level of sports, we’re 
interested in them having 
effective policies,” Travis 
Tygart, the CEO of the U.S.

Anti-Doping Agency said. 
“We believe the checklist of 
independence and transparen- 
cy found in the WADA code 
provides for the most effective 
programs.” 

Tygart said USADA does 
not actively encourage pro 
sports to implement WADA 
rules, but USADA has helped 
federal investigators with 
probes that resulted in 
Operation Raw Deal, a bust 
that recovered 11.4 million 
doses of steroids from 56 labs. 

Lead investigator Jack 
Robertson recently said ath- 
letes at every level have been 
identified in the case, and he 
would like to share their 
names with USADA and lead- 
ers in pro and college sports. 

Some of the names of the 
players who have been linked 
to performance-enhancing 
drugs in news reports have 
never been announced as hav- 
ing tested positive. 

Burns said last week’s 
indictment of Bonds on 
charges of perjury and 
obstructing justice was an 
encouraging sign. 

“Tt’s another example of the 
government saying that we 
are not simply going to look 
the other way just because 
someone is a high-profile ath- 
lete,” Burns said. 

Burns said it’s possible pro 
leagues and their unions are 
hesitant to join WADA 
because cases it prosecutes 
have a 98 percent rate of con- 
viction, which gives the per- 
ception that the process is 
unfair. For instance, in cases 
involving American athletes, 
all 35 cases USADA has 
brought to arbitration since it 
was founded in 2000 have 
resulted in drug sanctions 
being upheld. 

“They say, "How could it 
possibly be 98 percent?” 
Burns said. “That’s a tribute to 
USADA ... and the others. 
When they bring a case, they 
bring a case. It’s an excuse to 
the leagues. But it’s good 
enough for FIFA, good 
enough for major sports 
around the world, but not our 
professional leagues.” 
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Davis, who shot 11-of-20 
from the floor, was the wrong 
guy to have to face first. 

The losing streak is New 
York’s longest since Larry 
Brown was in charge two 
years ago, and it felt like 
those days again last week 
with Marbury and his coach 
feuding.

The boos start- 
ed again as soon as Marbury 
got the ball after the opening 
tip, and resumed every time 
he touched the ball in the 
early going. 

Working mostly against 
Marbury, Davis scored 12 
points in the first quarter, 
when the Warriors shot 55 
percent and led by as many as 
11. New York closed to 47-43 
on Randolph’s three-point 
play with 4:20 left in the half, 
but some sloppy play in the 
closing minutes let Golden 
State pull away and disgusted 
the crowd. 

Jackson’s 3-pointer made it 
58-47 with 1:02 left, and the 
boos reached their loudest 
point about 10 seconds later 
after yet another turnover. 
The familiar “Fire Isiah!” 
chants returned seconds later,

Ducks sign Getzlaf to 5-year, $26.5 
million extension 


ANAHEIM (AP) — The 
Stanley Cup champion 
Anaheim Ducks signed Ryan 
Getzlaf to a five-year exten- 
sion worth $26.625 million 
that begins next season and 
runs through 2012-13. 

The 22-year-old center has 
seven goals and 14 assists in 
19 games this season. 

“We are extremely pleased 
to be able to sign Ryan to a 
long-term deal,” general man- 
ager Brian Burke said 
Tuesday. “He’s demonstrated 
great character and work ethic 
to complement his talent, a 
rare combination at such a 
young age.” 

Getzlaf would have 
become a restricted free agent 
at the end of the season. The 
third-year player will earn 
$5.325 million per year under 
his new deal. 


“I was looking to sign a 
long-term deal and be one of 
the top guys on this team,” he 
said. “The expectations are 
going to go up and they con- 
tinue to grow as the years go 
by. That’s part of being a 
hockey player and growing as 
a player. Im excited to have 
that opportunity right now.” 

Getzlaf had 25 goals and 33 
assists, both career highs, in 
all 82 regular-season games 
last season. He led the Ducks 
in scoring during the playoffs 
with seven goals and 10 
assists. 

“I was given the opportuni- 
ty to negotiate a contact this 
early and the team showed 
that they wanted me here as 
much as I wanted to be here,” 
he said.

Whenever they talk to me, they end up grip- 
ing about the other one at some point in the 
conversation.

appliances, cabinets and tile 
instead of dumping them in 
the trash. The donated items 
are then sold back to the 
community at low prices -- 
it’s commonplace to see like- 
new fireplaces and wood 
burning stoves for $200 or 
less. In its short stint in 
business earlier this year, the 
store helped to keep 1 million 
pounds of recycled items 
from ending up as trash. 

“Here it’s all about keeping 
things out of the landfill,” 
explained Tami Bartolomei, 
volunteer program director for 
NCO and one of the driving 
forces behind the store’s 
reopening. 

Previously run by the Ukiah 
Community Center, 
circumstances forced the store 
to close in August, but the 
never-say-never attitude of 
Don Balleck helped to 
motivate both the NCO and 
UCC boards to collaborate and 
keep the ReBuild store in 
business. Balleck is a member 
of both the NCO and UCC 
boards in addition to being the 
city of Ukiah’s economic 
development coordinator. 

“T volunteered here for a 
year,” Balleck said. “And after 
seeing the same faces coming 
in every Saturday, I realized 
how valuable this place is to 
the citizens.” 

According to Bartolomei -- 
who is working with Patty 
Bruder, NCO’s director of 
community activities, to 
reorganize the store in 
preparation for an expected 
early-December grand 
reopening -- Balleck stood by 
the ReBuild Store and worked 
diligently with both boards to 
keep the store in business. 

“Don believed in the idea 
so much that he approached 
Patty with the idea of NCO 
taking over,” Bartolomei said. 
“He met with the UCC board 
and the NCO board. From 
there he took over.” 

With Balleck getting the 
ball rolling, Bartolomei and 
Bruder took over the project,

working to prepare a business 
plan for NCO. According to 
NCO Executive Director 
Morgaine Colston, the 
lighthearted pair have gone on 
to become pioneers in 
rebuilding the ReBuild Store. 
“These two women have 
worked to pioneer the idea,” 
Colston said. “I like the 
efficiency of it all. I like us to 
be able to reuse things.” 
After accepting Bartolomei 
and Bruder’s business plan, 
NCO took over the ReBuild 
Store on Nov. 1. In the days 
following, the pair has taken 
time to get to know a few of 
the regulars who stop by the 
store almost daily while 
remaining hard at work in 
preparation for the grand

reopening. 

“Together sometimes we 
can be trouble,” Bruder joked. 
“But most importantly, I think 
it’s all about the whole 
possibility of how this can 
help motivate the community. 
It’s a business we believe can 
actually work. It has so many 
components; it’s something 
you can sink your heart into.” 

Leaving the door open to 
any and all possibilities, 
Bartolomei said that in the 
weeks following NCO’s 
acceptance of their business 
plan she and Bruder have been 
working not only to reorganize 
the building, but also to set 
guidelines for what types of 
items will be accepted. 

“We’ve been able to build 
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election, Area 3 incumbent 
Joan Eriksen retained her seat 
-- the same seat she’s held for 
12 years -- against former 
Area 2 Trustee Larry Mac- 
Leitch. In Mendocino County, 
Eriksen finished with 51.11 
percent of the vote. 

The battle for the Area 7 
seat at the Mendo-Lake Com- 
munity College board was a 
showdown between incum- 
bent Gary Taylor and chem- 
istry teacher Jerry DeChaine. 
With 53.48 percent of the 
vote, DeChaine, who has 
taught at Mendocino College 
for more than 30 years, beat 
out Taylor as the Kelseyville 
area representative. 

Area 6 Incumbent Robert 
Shugart took home 50.23 per- 
cent of the votes in a three- 


way race for the Mendocino 
County Board of Education 
election. Shugart, who has 
served on the board off and on 
since the 1980s, beat out attor- 
ney John Pegan and outreach 
specialist Jimmy Rickel. 


For Area 3 incumbent 
Georgina Sanders, the results 
were not the same as 


Shugart’s. Sanders, who had 
also served as the MCOE 
board president, was defeated 
by Willits resident Charline 
Ford. Ford earned 66.14 per- 
cent of the vote. Area 3 repre- 
sents the northern half of 
Mendocino County, including 


Willits, Laytonville and 
Covelo. 
Don Butow, Redwood 


Valley water board chairman, 
retained his seat on the board 
with 66.35 percent of the vote, 
beating challenger Rosalind 
Peterson. 

The incumbents reigned 
supreme in the Millview 


County Water District board 
election, with Dick Bozarth 
and Weldon Jones both retain- 
ing their seats. Bozarth was 
the leading vote getter with 
30.09 percent of the vote; 
Jones earned 25.32 percent of 
the vote. Bozarth and Jones 
beat out Jimmy Rickel, Ken 
Vanderstoep and Michael 
Wieling. 

There were three openings 
for the Ukiah Valley Fire 
District board and two new 
faces will be taking seats. 
Incumbent D.C. Carpenter 
retained his seat with 29.57 
percent of the vote. 
Newcomers Jerry Buzzard 
and Tony Defatte beat out the 
rest of the group, earning 
28.46 percent and 23.58 per- 
cent of the vote, respectively. 
The winners beat out Jimmy 
Rickel, who had previously 
served on the board, and 
Michael Panzo.

on the successes of UCC,” 
Bartolomei explained Monday. 
“Our goal here is to keep 
things out of the landfill. From 
that, people find all sorts of 
treasures here that are 
resellable. But our biggest 
challenge is getting people 
here not to just leave things 
when we aren’t open.” 

Originally the store had few 
guidelines about what items 
would be accepted, which 
resulted in it becoming a 
popular dumping site for some 
locals. The excessive dumping 
has filled the back area of the 
warehouse with cans of paint 
piled to the sky -- none of 
which are resellable -- and old, 
rusty sinks -- something 
Bruder and Bartolomei plan to 
eliminate immediately. The 
new guidelines included in the 
business plan the pair 
presented to the NCO board 
used clear, concise language, 
something Bartolomei said 
was a key to the success of a 
store like this. 

Although the date for the 
grand reopening is still up in 
the air, Bartolomei said she 
had hoped it would be within 
the first weeks of December 
and would coincide with a 
canned goods drive to benefit 
the Ukiah Community Center 
Food Bank. 

As well, Bartolomei and 
Bruder said they were looking 
to hire someone to work part- 
time in the store in early 
January. Beyond staffing the 
store, the duo explained their 
hopes for the store to be open 
more than its current three- 
day-a-week schedule. 

“Td ideally like to be open 
five days a week,” Bartolomei 
said. “I see potential for this to 
be great.” 

The ReBuild Store is 
located at 75 Kunzler Ranch 
Rd. in Ukiah. The store is 
open from 10 a.m. until 2 p.m. 
Thursdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays. To volunteer your

ness license for tobacco retail- 
ers which can be withdrawn if 
the retailer is caught selling to 
minors. A first offense 
receives a warning. A second 
offense within 36 months 
means a three-week suspen- 
sion of tobacco sales and a 
third offense within 36 
months is a 30-day suspension 
of tobacco sales. 

Deputy County Counsel 
Terry Gross said the county is 
taking the lawsuit seriously 
and is looking at it, but she 
believes the county is on solid 
ground. 

“This ordinance is identical 
to (tobacco ordinances) in 70 
other jurisdictions,” she said. 
“This is not an unusual licens- 
ing ordinance.” 

In addition, Gross said, the 
ordinance has made a big dif- 
ference in cigarette sales to 
minors. Surveys by the coun- 
tys Health Department 
among retailers in the county 
(the cities of Ukiah, Willits, 
Point Arena and Fort Bragg 
are not included) in the year 
2000 showed that some 50 
percent of them were selling 
tobacco products to minors. 
By 2004 that figure had 
jumped to 63 percent. That’s 
when the county took action 
and passed the ordinance, 
urged on by the Health 
Department, the American 
Cancer Society and others. In 
2007 with the ordinance in 
place, tobacco sales to minors 
had dropped to 30 percent, 
according to the Health 
Department surveys. 

Hendricks said he’s been in 
business in Albion for 30 
years and does not go to work 
with the intent of selling ciga- 


rettes to minors. He also says 
he has no problem with ordi- 
nances that seek to limit sales 
to minors. 

“Without a doubt, but if 
they want to run an ordinance, 
they should run it profession- 
ally, with state guidelines. But 
why punish the smokers?” he 
said. “Around here you have 
to go a long way to get tobac- 
co products.” 

Added Gravier, “Just take a 
look at the state regulations. It 
conflicts with them. We get 
fined, not shut down if an 
employee makes a mistake 
and violates state law. This 
law can drive small retailers 
out of business. We’re not 
against having a law, but we 
should have one that follows 
the State Act. This law does- 
n't.” 

Hendricks noted that cut- 
ting off his cigarette sales - 
and related items like bulk 
tobacco, rolling papers and 
chewing tobacco - will cost 
him somewhere between 
$10,000 and $15,000 during 
these three weeks. He said he 
can’t calculate the cost in cus- 
tomer goodwill and the loss of 
other sales when the cigarette 
customer shops elsewhere. 

Hendricks said part of the 
problem with fighting the 
ordinance is that unless you 
are given an actual fine, you 
can’t sue in Superior Court. 
So, he said, on the advice of 
his attorney, Rod Jones, he 
deliberately violated his three- 
week suspension to invoke a 
$100 fine so he could sue the 
county. He had hoped to get a 
stay of the suspension from 
Judge Richard Henderson, but 
Henderson denied the motion. 

No date for further action 
on the suit has been filed. 
Hendricks said he will seek 
damages from the county.
